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The laying of the corner-stone took 
place on St. Mark’s Day (April 25) 
1848, The several events listed in this 
Program cover the period of the cente- 
nary celebration beginning on April 20, 
1948 and ending on the Octave of St. 
Mark’s Day, Sunday, May 2nd. A sub- 
sequent edition of the Program will in- 
clude later events related to the cente- 
nary but not yet definitely arranged. 
These will include a Recital of Choral 
Music by the St. Mark’s Choir under the 
direction of Mr. Ernest Willoughby.
